OKIccrs ami soldiers oe- 
eupyirig the. sicuu iii-ie so groupeo. as to farm 
a, white cross and a white crown, the effect 
of which was very attractive as wpH ?.e suitably. 
Kymbolic. iiich eieeiric light flooded the build- 
ing. The General was accompanied bv the 
Chief of the Staff, Mrs. Booth, and AIYsT-ey 
BsoiL-ITeHberg, together with u imniber uf 
Commissioners and oilier p-oruiient officers. 
The General's address contained a full, fervent, 
and affectionate tribute lo ilie thirty-six officers 
who have been promoted to Glory during the 
year, and an exhortation tu all present in 
emulate their noble work and example. A 
remarkable scene followed the address, the hall 
being placed in darkness while the dying mes- 
sages of promoted comrades were thrown npnn 
a screen, suitable choruses being sMiig mean- 
while. The whole eeremony created a deep 
imnression on tlie audience.

The Salvation Army held a memorial service 
""for the Salvation Army officers in heaven" 
on Monday in the Albert Hull. It was .stated 
*jiui thirty-six officers died during the past, 
year. The building - = =. thronged in' every 
part. It was also characteristically decorated 
fov the occasion. Conspicuous over the organ 
was a huge gilt fnurn, with rerl and emerald 
imitation of precious stones, h'lashing below 
if were. t"p words, "They arc Crowned.'' An- 
other pr ■ incnt inscription in black and red 
letters ; f id, "A i> you ready for God's call? - ' 
In the .'iia an; 1 the sombre lined audience 
were a ': 30 nun her oi girl Cadets — in train- 
ing for service i the Army — wearing white 
mnsiin hoodif aiv capes, and so arranged in 
their seats as to represent an immense white 
cross surmounted by u civiwn. The uiuhesiru 
was occupied by elected bands of the Army. 
Hanked on each <■ ;le by "singing brigades of 
children'"' — girls messed in white and boys in 
black with blue =ashes. The service com- 
menced at seven . clock with a call to silent 
prayer. The silence was soon broken by the. 
entry of a striking procession representative of 
the nations and colonies in which the Army is 
working, and where officers have, died during 
the year, singing "Wc shall walk through the 
valley of the shadow of death," carrying flogs 
and wearing in nis.'M cases the national dresses 
of the different countries. The. solemn strains 
of the "Dead Starch 1 ' in Raid burst forth from. 
the organ and bjnds, in the midst of which 
General Booth, accompanied by the Head- 
quarters Stair, appeared and tick up his posi- 
tion in the rostrum fmnting the plat form. 
Dressed in black, with the familiar red jersey 
of the Army, he looked .1 grey and bent figure-, 
b;:t atill vigorous am) fresh. In n voice ra iht-r 
• hoarse, but .'penelra'.ing, he recited each verse 
of the first Bong, "Heaven is my home," which 
was then sung by ihe audience to the tunc of 
"Robin Adair." 

The opening part of the service consisted 
alternately of prayers given by leading mem* 
hers of the Staff, female and male, and the 
singing of songs by the audience in the sio-

General Booth then delivered a dramatic 
address, which was listened to in silence, sivs 
for. , occasional fervid ejaculations.
